DETAILED ACTION 

Status of Application 

Claims 1-18 are pending and presented for examination. A request for continued 
examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e), was 
filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is eligible for continued 
examination under 37 CFR 1 .114, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been 
timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 
CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed March 24, 2010 has been entered. 

Citation of Relevant Prior Art 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

US Patent No. 5169095 fails to disclose a mixture of halides in a basic aqueous 
solution. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-18 are allowed. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: 

Regarding claim 1 and its dependants, none of the cited prior art either alone or 
in combination, discloses a method of hydrometallurgical beneficiation of a precious 
metal from an ore wherein the ore is sulfidic involving an acidic aqueous solution 
containing two metal halides. Newly cited prior art to Lamb is basic.

Regarding claim 2 and its dependants, none of the cited prior art either alone or 
in combination, discloses a method of hydrometallurgical beneficiation of a precious 
metal from an ore comprising arsenic involving usage of a mixture of two metal halides.
